At the close of fche period covered by this report there were 
584 banks in active operation, with aggregate resources of 
$71,356,450.54, included in which were loans and discounts 
$48,381,566.29; due from banks $14,606,640.07; and cash on hand 
amounting to $3,289,413.75. The aggregate paid in capital of 
these banks amounted to $9,440,640.00, with total deposits of 
$57,574,385.04, represented by 197,926 depositors, average 
amount to each depositor, $320.01; reserve in available funds 
31 1-10 per cent. 

A comparison of reports shows increases during the year, as 
follows: Total resources $8,502,848.98; loans, $7,628,308.08; 
paid in capital $595,200.00; general deposits $7,433,677.33; in- 
crease in number of banks, 38; in number of depositors, 26,324. 

The amount of deposit per capita of state in state banks at 
close of business November 12 1906 was $47.99; in all banks, in- 
cluding national banks, $124.53. 

The average amount of deposits in each state bank, $98,592.66; 
including national banks, $194,327.31; average paid in capital to 
each state bank, $16,165.48; including national banks, $27,604.87;

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An analysis of the preceding tables can lead to but one 
conclusion, and that is, that the banks of this state for a series 
of years have enjoyed unexampled prosperity and growth, and 
that in the main the spirit of conservatism has characterized the 
management. However, the test of conservatism is not in con- 
ditions when prices are steadily rising and trade, commerce 
and agriculture are active and profitable. 

The growth of deposits, without doubt, indicates accumu- 
lated wealth — it might be more properly said, surplus wealth, 
which is ill a sense a surplus provided against a period of ad- 
verse conditions. Experience teaches that a long period of 
prosperity, such as has been experienced for several years, is 
a liowtide inevitably to be followed by an ebbtide. The strength 
of the banking institutions of the state is indicated in that re- 
serve condition which fortifies against a period of possible ebb 
in prices and conditions. So far as this Department can de- 
termine our banks are being conducted on the theory that there 
may be a change, in which event they will be prepared to care 
for the interests placed in their charge. It is gratifying, in- 
deed, to be able to state that this is a fact with the banks of 
Nebraska, as a whole. 

The rapid and unprecedented rise in the price ofren,! es- 
state in a purely agriculturaf commonwealth, like this, is a con- 
dition to be considered in extending credit. The department 
finds the banks of the state, as a rule, recognize this fact, and 
are safeguarding their funds against a possible over-valuation 
of this item. While it might be said that the hazzard would be 
less in the older Eastern portion of the state yet the banks of 
Western Nebraska are as conservatively and carefully managed 
as any other part of the state. It is but just to the section just 
spoken of to state that of ten bank failures that have occurred 
during the six years of the present supervision but two of the 
ten have occurred in the Western half of the state. 

I take pleasure in stating that time and experience are 
demonstrating the wisdom of a policy of bank restriction and 
supervision. There is less objection to the requirements of the 
Department and the restrictions of the law on the part of the 
banks each year, proving conclusively that the collective judge-

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ment of the bankers of the state is in harmony with the pohcy 
of strict supervision inaugurated in this state in 1895. 

Some few amendments to the banking law have been at* 
l^empted during the present session of the Legislature, the fate 
of which at this writing is unknown. However, the operation 
of the law, as it now exists is certainly being vindicated, as 
shown by the record — the preceding pages.
